Severe losses Dy 
the melon aphis, or “melon louse,” 
can be Jargely reduced and in many 
cases prevented by the use of con- 
trol measures upon the first appear- 
nce of the insect. Spraying with 
nicotine sulphate, so far has given 
the best results, but there are other 
methods of combating the pest. 
Next to the striped cucumber 
beetle the melon aphis is the most 
important cucumber insect pest and 
probably the. most serious enemy of 
melons ‘and related crops in this 
country. It works quickly, sucking
